Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of the patent temi adjustment

period) through the projected patent issue date of July IB. 2006 (six and one half months ftX)m 
the time of mailing of the Notice of Allowance). The additional 34 days of PTA are derived as 
follows. 
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The present application was filed on October 21 . .200^ flieie were delays by 
the USPTO and Applicant of 236 and 16 days, respectively. Thus, the three year period to end 
prosecution (taking into account 252 days of combined delays) expires June 14. 2006. In view 
of the projected patent grant date of July 18, 2006. there are an additional 34dav8 that should 
be chaiged to USPTO delay.
